A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant argued the differences between the prior art of Higgins and the present invention. Specifically, applicant 
argued the Higgins reference does not "surface coat the felt back side of the carpet web" with the curable polymer, but 
rather the reference coats the polymer on backing material 170 (i.e., carrier layer)and then contacts the back side of 
the primary carpet composite with the polymer-coated backing material 170. 

In response, I argued that applicant's claim language did not necessarily exclude the embodiment described by Higgins 
(col. 7, lines 3-10). In particular, the claim language did not necessarily limit the polymer to being coated directly onto 
the backside of the felt. Nor did the claim exclude the presence of another bottom layer or outermost layer (Higgins' 
backing material 170). 

I agreed to review a draft amendment with proposed claim language which would better reflect the process of the 
present invention. Applicant submitted said proposed amendemnt by fax later in the afternoon on July 9 th . 
Upon review of the amendment, it is agreed that the proposed claim language of "forming an outermost layer of the 
carpet web away from the pile side by surface coating the rear side of the felt with a layer of curable polymer" would 
exclude the Higgins embodiment wherein the polymer is coated onto the carrier backing material 170 which forms the 
outermost layer. 

However, upon further review of the Higgins reference, it is noted that Higgins teaches an alternate embodiment 
wherein "it is contemplated that in some instances the backing 170, 270 might by completely eliminated such that the 
polyurethane cushion 178, 278 would directly contact the flooring..." (col. 9, lines 23-28). In view of this explicit 
teaching in the reference, it is unlikely that the proposed amendment would be sufficient to overcome a prior art 
rejection by Higgins.
